Pilots Must 
Stay at War 
12 Months 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


AP Military Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Air Force said today that all pi- 
lots flying combat runs against 
North Vietnam will have to 
serve a full 12 months of duty, 
rather than leaving as soon as 
they complete 100 missions. 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the action was taken to elimi- 
nate inequities between pilots 
who fly missions against North 
Vietnam and those who operate 
against targets only in South 
Vietnam. 


Under the old system, the Air 


Force 
said, "some aircrew 


members were allowed to re- 
turn from Southeast Asia upon 
completion of 100 combat mis- 
sions over North Vietnam ..." 


Most pilots have been able to 


do this in about 10 months, the 
Air Force said, but there have 
been flyers who finished their 
duty in as little as eight months. 


On the other hand, Air Force 


crewmen flying solely against 
targets inside South Vietnam 
ted to serve a full year of com- 
bat duty, the usual length of 
time for most U.S. troops in the 
war, 
regardless of the number 


of missions, which sometimes 
mounted to 300. 


The Air Force denied the new 


order has anything to do with a 
pilot shortage, but it appeared 
obvious that extending the tours 
would slow up personnel rota« 
tion and thus relieve the pres- 
sure to provide replacements. 


The old system allowing pilots 


to leave the war zone after 100 
missions regardless of time was 
set up because flying against 
North Vietnam was considered 
a greater risk thaa faced in 
South Vietnam. 


Air Force officers said that if 


a pilot must remain on combat 
duty beyond 100 missions over 
the North, efforts will be made 
to keep him out of what is called 
the "high risk" areas. 


Navy and Marine pilots flying 


from carriers aguinst targets in 
North Vietnam operate under no 
mission limit. 


Reaction 0f 
Realtors Is

Most real estate men and 10* 


cal officials polled on the poten* 
tial effects of the U.s, Supreme 
Court's ruling this week barring 
racial discrimination In all 
housing are approaching the 
question with studied calm. 


Many 
expressed confusion 


over how the decision willlbe 
implemented and how It will af« 
feet local and state laws on open 
housing. 


Typical of reaction from real- 


tors was the comment of Frank 
R, Hart, president of Walker 
and Lee, a residential broker* 
age firm in Orange County, Cal« 


"In actual practice It will 


have very little effect," he said. 
"We sell minority people at this 
moment,, .whether a seller can 
be forced to sign a deed even 
against his own wishes is get- 
ting close to another issue of 
basic constitutional rights." 


And C. D. Lebey, a director of 


the Atlanta Real Estate Board, 
summed up the feeling of many, 
saying the decision "is just one 
more factor that In many In- 
stances will cause confusion, 
concern and perhaps misunder- 
standing on the part of many 
home sellers and home buyers. 
I don't think anyone can really 
say to what extent real estate 
will be affected." 


Gene Cosner, executive vice 


president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Heal Estate Boards, 
said the Supreme court deci- 
sion, holding that an 1866 law 
bans discrimination in all hous- 
ing, "makes any further open 
occupancy legislation unneces- 
sary. 


Robert Karpe, president of 


the California Real Estate Asso- 
ciation, said he did not believe 
the ruling "will have any effect 
on association members in the 
day-to-day operation 
of their 


businesses. 


"We have had for many years 


in our association code of ethics 
a stipulation that we will offer 
property equally to any person 
without regard to race, creed or 
color. In this regard, I think we 
have gone further than the Su- 
preme Court, since Its ruling 
o n l y 
c o v e r s racial 


discrimination. .." 


Jack Kleeman, executive vice 


president of the Chicago Real 
Estate Board, said he felt it was, 
"too difficult to make a judg- 
ment" at this time. 


Saying that local laws have 


done little "except to cause a 
little more talk," Clifford Robe- 
deaux, past president of the Mil- 
waukee Board of Realtors not- 
ed: 


"This probably puts us back 


to where we were before the ag- 
itation started. We had been 
making good progress, and 
there had been sales to Negroes. 
But all this agitation and vio- 
lence caused a hardening of at- 
titudes. Maybe people can relax 
now."

Search for Cause 
Of Severe Headaches 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I have stabbing pains in 


my left temple. Is there such 
a thing as arthritis in the 
head or could the pain be 
from sinus trouble? 


A—Arthritis is an inflamma- 


tion of the movable joints. Al- 
though there are several 
joints in your cranium, they 
are not the movable type. 
Chronic low-grade infection in 
the sinuses is a cause of head- 
ache, especially if the sinuses 
are blocked and-can't drain 
freely. There are, however, 
many causes of headache. If 
yours are severe and recur 
frequently, your doctor should 
make a thorough search for 
the cause. 


Q—About a week 
before 


each menstrual period I get a 
headache. I have tried pain 
killers, hormones and nerve 
pills but nothing helps. What 
would you suggest? 


A—Your headaches are a 
part of premenstrual tension. 
A combination 
of sedatives 


and diuretics (water pills) 
should relieve them. 


Q—I get a feeling of pres- 


sure or a tight band around 
my head. The doctors all tell 
me this is caused by nervous 
tension, Do you know of any- 
thing that will help me? 


A—Anxiety and emotional

Tied to the increase in taxes 


is a mandatory $6-billion cut in 
government spending in the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. 


Johnson fought the spending 


cut as excessive. But he finally 
agreed to the measure because 
of what he called the overriding 
need 
for 
more revenues to 


shrink a deficit estimated at $24 
billion to $31 billion check infla- 
tion and bolster the dollar inter- 
nationally. 


The Senate already has voted 


for a similar package, but must 
consider the final version. 


For individuals, the effective 


tax increase this year would be 
7.5 per cent of their total tax 
bill, because for them the sur- 
tax is retroactive to April 1. For 
corporations, it covers the full 
year 1968. 


As the bill is written, the sur- 


tax would expire June 30, 1969, 
but its principal architect, Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D^Ark., chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, has already 
raised the possibility of an em- 
tension if the nation cannot put 
its financial house in order by 
then. 


Besides the income tax sur- 


charge, the bill continues the 
excise tax on automobiles at 7 
per cent and on telephone serv- 
ice at 10 per cent. Under the old 
law, they dropped to 2 per cent 
and 1 per cent respectively. The 
bill also provides a speedup of 
corporation tax collections. 


The combined effect of the 


changes is estimated at a $15.2 
billion revenue increase for the 
"next fiscal year. " 


Appropriations also are to be 


cut $10 billion under the budget 
estimates for the year and ac- 
tual spending reduced $6 billion, 
Appropriations and spending do 
not match in any single year be- 
cause of the stretchout of spend- 
ing programs. If Congress does 
not make the full cuts—and ap- 
parently it won't— the president 
must hold back expenditures to 
come up to the figures spelled 
out in the tax-economy bill,

urbs, it was the quietest day 
since the Communist command 
launched Its "second wave" of- 
fensive on May 5.

Division who killed at least 44 
Viet Cong Wednesday around a 
helicopter landing zone 12 miles 
north of the capital. 


The action broke out at 11 


a.m. when helicopter landed a 
company of American infantry- 
men, 
trying to Intercept enemy 


units, landed in a landing zone 
surrounded by Viet Cong. 


While the outnumbered Amer- 


icans fought for their lives, heli- 
copter gunships raked the ene- 
my. Both sides moved up rein- 
forcements but the 25th Division 
won the race, landing another 
300 men at 2:30p,m, 


The battle continued until aft- 


er midnight, then the Viet Cong 
pulled out and left bloody trails 
behind.

The U.S. Command reported

last week, compared with 392 
killed and 1,156 wounded a week 
earlier.
